GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G- cJS ~ 77 

AN ORDINANCE amending General 
Ordinance No. G-97 by authorizing 
the Vacation of a certain alley. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of a certain 

alley having been filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission 

in accordance' with Section 44, Chapter 174, of the Acts of the 

General Assembly of the State of Indiana, as amended by Section 

3, Chapter 385, of the Acts of 1963 of the General Assembly of the 

State of Indiana (Burns Ind. Stat., 1974 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), 

the Thoroughfare Plan as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 

by the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne on November 

26, 1963, is amended by deleting the following alley, to-wit: 

The north-south alley, extending south from 
the south right-of-way of Wallace Street, to 
the northern right-of-way of the east-west 
alley, located between Lots # 210, 211, 212 
and Lot # 209 of Lewis Addition, AND the east- 
west alley, extending east from the east right- 
of-way of Lafayette Street to the west right- 
of-way of the north-south alley, located bet¬ 
ween Lots # 212 and # 213 Lewis Addition. 

SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval by 
the Mayor and legal publication, a duly certified copy of this 
Ordinance, of the recommendation of the Fort Wayne City Plan 
Commission, and of the action of the Mayor, shall be transmitted 
by the City Clerk to the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and

3. That the maintenance of said alleys are not necessary or advantageous 
to the growth of the City of Fort Wayne, and that it would be to the 
best interest of the City and the citizens thereof. 


Your petitioners file this petition pursuant to the authority granted in Burns 
Indiana Statutes Annotated, Section 53-744, in order to complete the vacate as 
above described. 

WHEREFORE, your petitioners pray that the above described alleys be vacated 
according to the provisions of the Indiana Law pertaining thereto.
